at the same time the enumerators 
start out into every nook and corner 
of the United States to determine £,0 
far as possible what was the exiut 
population on the first day of this 
year. 


To the end that the enormous task 


may be completed in the briefest time 
consistent with absolute accuracy it 
is evident that the enumerators must 
depend upon the most hearty coop- 
eration on the part of every person 
residing in their respective districts, 
and more particularly upon the h?ad 
of each family or household visited. 


According 
to the 
instructions to 


enumerators "the ' word 'family' for 
crnr.us purposes has a somewhat d'f- 
fcrent application from what it has 
in popular usage. It means a group 
of persons living together in the sa'ne 
dwelling place,' The persons consti- 
tuting this group may or may not be 
related by ties of kinship, but if they 
live together forming one household 
they should be considered as 
one 


family. 
Thus a servant who siei-ps 


in the house or on the premises should 
be included with the members of the 
family for which he or she works. 
Again a boarder or lodger should be 
included with the members of the 
family with which he lodges." 
Two 


or more families may occupy the same 
dwelling 
house 
without 
living to- 


gether, providing they occupy sepa- 
rate portions of the house and t!i"ir 
housekeeping 
is entirely separate. 


"All the occupants and employes of a 
hotel, boarding house or 
lodging 


house, if that is their usual place of 
abode, make tip, for census piirpn.s.js. 
a single family, but in an apartment 
or tenement 'house, there will up as 
many families as there- are separate 
occupied apartments or tenement ••." 


The law provides that all persons 


shall be enumerated at 
their "usual 


place of abode" on January 1, 1920, 
and that persons dying after January 
1 shall be enumerated, but those b.>rn 
after January 1 shall not ho enumer- 
ated.

Full name; age in completed years 


at last birthday; the state or couiiiry 
in which both the father and mother 
were born; if other than English, the 
mother-tongue of the individual and 
both parents; trade, occupation or 
profession, and whether in the employ 
of others or working for themselves; 
married, single or divorced; in the 
case of aliens or foreign born, the 
year in which they came to this coun- 
try, and if naturalized the year in 
which first or final papers were taken 
out; j.£ native born of foreign parents, 
the year in which the parents tame 
here; 
if parents were naturalized, 


the year; if, as is more than likely, 
such persons are absent at the time 
the enumerator calls this information 
will enable him to complete his work 
in that house without the necessity of 
calling again at a later date in order 
to secure 
the 
facts 
that, he must 


have for completing his record. Enu- 
merators are paid for the number 
of .na^mes secured instead of the time 
spent in getting them. 


COLOR TEST SHOULD 


PRECEDE ACID TEST 


STATE SUPREME COURT RULES 


THAT COLOR OF FRUIT IS PRlr 


MARY EVIDENCE OF ITS RIPE- 


NESS. . 


The state supreme court has af- 


firmed the decree of the circuit court 
of Dade county in the case of D. W. 
Moran, sheriff, et al, appellants, vs. 
Charles Lejeune, appellee. The opin- 
ion is by Chief Justice Browne. At- 
torneys: Van C. Swearingen. attor- 
ney general, 
and 
D. Stuart Gillis, 


assistant, 
for appellants;

Price of Miami, for appellees. 


It appears that Mr. Lejeune is a 


large grower of citrus fruits in Dade 
county and that he undertook to ship 
596 boxes of grapefruit that showed an 
average on the tree of more than 
one-half color, indicating ripeness. It 
seems that one of the state citrus 
fruit inspectors tested one crate' of 
second grade fruit out of a car con- 
taining 372 crates and a number of 
grapefruit from a pile which had not 
been placed in crates and were not 
ready for shipment and that upon a 
chemical test the inspector reported 
that they fell below the requirement 
of the statute and thereupon; Sheriff 
Moran seized the fruit-as immature 
under the laws' of Florida: Mr. Le- 
Jeune then obtained a temporary in- 
junction 
restraining 
Sheriff Moral, 


State Chemist Rose, Commissioner of 
Agriculture licRae and' the friut in- 
spector 
from withholding and pre- 


venting the complainant 
from ship- 


ping the grapefruit and from in any 
way interfering with the transporta- 
tion and sale thereof. 


In case the consideration of sec- 


tion 1-, chapter 6515, Acts of 1913, was 
involved. The state authorities claim- 
ed that the color test is secondary 
to the acid test and no matter if the 
fruit on the trees show nature's proof 
of ripeness, that they shall not b& 
shipped if they do not come up to the 
acid .test prescribed by the statute./ 
M£.«.LeJeOne contended that coIde'Ste 
the primary test and if, in the 
language of the statute, the fruit show 
"an average on the trees -of one-half 
color, indicating ripeness," they "shall 
be deemed to be mature and fit for. 
consumption and may be shipped or* 
sold without first being submitted .to 
the acid test provided for in this act." 
The supreme court holds in .Chief 
Justice Browne's opinion that there 
are few instances where nature doss 
not indicate maturity, by color, and 
the legislature in effect said that when 
nature has performed one-half of her 
process, it shall be accepted as con- 
clusive of ripeness. 
At the same 


time the legislature recognized an- 
other 
condition that nature some- 


times delays the application of her, 
paint brush until after the fruit are 
fit for consumption, 
and gave the 


grower an opportunity to show that 
condition by the acid test provided 
for in the statute. In other words, 
the legislature said. "When nature 
proclaims the maturity of the crop, 
we will accept her mute demonstra- 
tion, and when she remains silent we 
will permit, the shipper to prove by 
another test that the fruit is mature 


ml fit for consumption."

of the United States to determine £,0 
far as possible what was the exict 
population on the first day of this 
year. 


To the end that the enormous task 


may be completed in the briefest time 
consistent with absolute accuracy it 
is evident that the enumerators must 
depend upon the most hearty coop- 
eration on the part of every person 
residing in their respective districts, 
and more particularly upon the h?ad 
of each family or household visited. 


According 
to the 
instructions to 


enumerators "the ' word -family' i'or 
crnr.ns purposes has a somewhat d'f- 
fcrent application from what it has 
in popular usage. It means a group 
of persons living together in the same 
dwelling place,' The persons consti- 
tuting this group may or may not. be 
related by ties of kinship, but if they 
live together forming one household 
they should be considered as 
one 


family. 
Thus a servant who Sleeps 


in the house or on the premises should 
be included with the members of the 
family for which he or she works. 
Again a boarder or lodger should be 
included with the members of the 
family with which he lodges."

or more families may occupy the same 
dwelling 
house 
without 
living to- 


gether, providing they occupy sepa- 
rate portions of the house, and t!i''ir 
housekeeping 
is entirely separate. 


"All the occupants aud employes of a 
hotel, boarding house or 
lodging 


house, if that is their usual place of 
abode, m'ake lip, for census piirpi/.-w.'-. 
a single family, but in an apartment 
or teriement "house, there will ne as 
many families as there1 are separate 
occupied apartments or tenement'." 


The law provides that all persons 


shall be enumerated at

place of abode" on January 1, 1920, 
and that persons dying after January

COLOR TEST SHOULD 


PRECEDE ACID TEST 


STATE SUPREME COURT RULES 


THAT COLOR OF FRUIT IS PRlr 


MARY EVIDENCE OF ITS RIPE- 


NESS. 


The state supreme court has af- 


firmed the decree of the circuit court 
of Dade county in the case of D. W. 
Moran, sheriff, et al, appellants, vs. 
Charles Lejeune, appellee. The opin- 
ion is by Chief Justice Browne. At- 
torneys: Van C. Swearingen. attor- 
ney general, 
and 
D. Stuart Gillis, 


assistant, 
for appellants; 
Price & 


Price of Miami, for appellees. 


It appears that Mr. Lejeune is a 


large grower of citrus fruits in Dade 
county and that he undertook to ship 
596 boxes of grapefruit that showed an 
average on the tree of more than 
one-half color, indicating ripeness. It 
seems that one of the state citrus 
fruit inspectors tested one crate' of 
second grade fruit but of a car con- 
taining 372 crates and a number of 
grapefruit Irom a pile which had not 
been placed in crates and were' not 
ready for shipment and that upon a 
chemical test the inspector reported 
that they fell below the requirement 
of the statute and thereupon; Sheriff 
Moran seized the fruit-as immature 
under the laws' of Florida: Mr. Le- 
Jeune then obtained a temporary in- 
junction 
restraining 
Sheriff Moran, 


State Chemist Rose, Commissioner' of 
Agriculture M(cRae and' the friut in- 
spector 
from withholding and pre- 


venting the complainant 
from ship- 


ping the grapefruit and from in any 
way Interfering with the transporta- 
tion and sale thereof. 


In case the consideration of sec- 


tion 1-, chapter 6515, Acts of 1913, was 
involved. The state authorities claim- 
ed that the color test is secondary 
to the acid test and no matter if the 
fruit on the trees show nature's proof 
of ripeness, that they shall not b& 
shipped if they do not come up to the 
acid_test prescribed by the statute,/ 
M^.-LeJeOne contended that colop''is 
the primary test and if, in the 
language of the statute, the fruit show 
"an average on the trees .of one-half 
color, indicating ripeness," they "shall 
be deemed to be mature and fit for. 
consumption and may be shipped or* 
sold without first being submitted .to 
the acid test provided for in this act." 
The supreme court holds in .Chief 
Justice Browne's opinion that there 
are few instances where nature doss 
not indicate maturity, by color, and 
the. legislature in effect said that when 
nature has performed one-half of her 
process, it shall be accepted as con- 
clusive of ripeness. 
At the same 


time the legislature recognized an- 
other 
condition that nature some- 


times delays the application of her, 
paint brush until after the fruit are 
fit for consumption, 
and gave the 


grower an opportunity to show that 
condition by the acid test provided 
for in the statute. In other words, 
the legislature said. "When nature 
proclaims the maturity of the crop, 
we will accept her mute demonstra- 
tion, and when she remains silent we 
will permit the shipper to prove by 
another test that the fruit is mature 
and fit for consumption."

UK of Armored Trains. 


Armored trains were part of the de- 


fenses ot the east coast of England, it 
is now permitted to announce. 


With the engine in the middle, these 


ran to and between the coast fortifl^i- 
tlons, carrying troops and ammuni- 
tion. 


Tbe coaches, made over coal cars, 


were plated with steel one-half inch 
thick. In the sides were 28 : 
holes, with sliding doors. 


The guntrack had three compart- 


ments for Maxim guns, an ammunition 
storeroom and a gun platform. On 
each side of the machine-gun compart- 
ment were three observation holes, two 
rifle loopholes and three openings for 
the Maxims. The ammunition room 
had observation and rifle loopholes and 
50 pigeonholes, each holding two 12- 
pound shells for the gun mounted on 
the platform. 
This car was located 


at the end of the train. 


The locomotive was armored—with 


a shield for the brakes and lower ma- 
chinery and sliding metal shutters for 
the cab windows.

Formerly hogs in the South were not 


censidered as collateral, but the bank- 
ers now have agreed to finance thej 
farmers for one or more brood sows 
when recommended by their county 
agent, and generally consider that a 
young brood sow immunized by a com- 
petent expert on hog cholera is worth 
$15 more than the old-fashioned hog. 


The pig club boys are revolutioniz- 


ing the hog industry and .are proving 
that the average farmer is wasting his 
time raising cotton on cotton. 


HOG-CHOLERA SERUM. 


[National Crop Improvement Service ] 
The United States department of ag- 


riculture says that there is an increas- 
ed use of serum arising from the good 
results of the government inspection. 
"Serum will prevent the disease but 
will not cure It," says Dr. C. P. Fitch 
of Minnesota. 


The fact that there have been no 


sw«eping losses through hog cholera 
in districts where the serum is need 
proves its efficacy.

The feeding of young pigs 
three or four times a day at first Is 
good business. Small amounts of feed 
that will be cleaned up quickly, and 
feeding at frequent Intervals is highly

GIVE HOGS MINERAL. 


[National Crop Improvement Service ] 
Furnish your hogs with mineral In 


eome form. It is essential for the 
maintenance of their bodies, and to 
facilitate digestion and to produce 
bones. The Colorado agricultural col 
lege recommends the following mix- 
ture, stating that it is especially good 
for hogs in that it furnishes salt, and 
at the same time rids the animals of 
worms: 
1 bu. soft coal. 
8 ibs. salt. 
4 Ibs. air-slaked lime. 
1 bu. ashes. 
4 Ibs. sulphur. 
2 Ibs. copperas. 


Mix all of the Ingredients except the 


copperas. Dissolve the copperas in a 
quart of warm water and add to the 
mixture. This mixture should be kept 
before the hogs at all times. A self 
feeder compartment, or a trough, can 
be used for this purpose. 


WHERE TO GET PIGS. 


[National Crop Improvement Service ] 
The leader of the boys' and girls' 


clubs will have no dif.culty in locating 
some purebred stock of almost any 
breed desired. 
Most of the leading 


breeders of the country will make a 
price which the boy can afford to pay 
at weaning time this spring, and If 
any boy does not care to pay for the 
pig at time of purchase, arrangements 
can be made with fhe breeder or at the 
bank to take the boy's note without 
security until an agreed date when 
the project is completed. It Is very 
necessary that the boys should make 
friends with the business men early 
in life, for as soon as the farmer boy 
feels that he Is a business man he wil 
be on the high road to success. 


PIG CLUB ARITHMETIC. 


"I borrowed $20 from the bank to 


pay for my sow." says Hamill Brook of 
Jacksonville, Texas. "She dropped ten 
pigs. I raised nine pigs and sold eigh 
for $40. I kept one pig valued at $10 
and the sow was worth ?25. Total $60. 
The total cost of feed figured at 3 cents 
a day amounted to $7.30. and I paid 
back $21.7H borrowed money, leaving 
$39.95 net profit. My sow will find pigs 
in a few days.

There was plenty of going and com- 


ing at Gray's ferry in the winter of 
Valley Forge, as a considerable por- 
tion of Howe's army was "hutted," as 
Maj. John Andre recorded in his diary, 
along the Darby road for three miles. 
When the British withdrew from Phil- 
adelphia, in June, 1778, they destroyed 
the float bridges. 


In April, 1789, the Gray's ferry float 


bridge was decorated in honor of the 
journey of Washington to New York. 


At the foot of the hill, close by 


Cobb's creek, a border stream of the 
city, is the "Blue Bell" of Paschalvffle, 
now happily saved and safe upon park 
soil of the municipality. The original 
bridge across the creek vj'as built about 
forty years before the Revolution. At 
that time a very old grist rain, which 
had been built by the Swedish Gov- 
ernor Printz, stood beside the creek, 
It is said to have been the first mill 
operated in Pennsylvania. 
In Penn's 


tHne it was acquired by William Cobb, 
hence the name of the stream. The 
original Blue Bell tavern was a small 
wooden building, but the existing 
structure antedates the Revolution, at 
which time it was a popular stage 
house conducted by the Paschal fam- 
ily. Robert Morton, a youth of Phila- 
delphia, wrote in his diary under date 
of November, 1777: 


"This evening Lord Cornwallis with 


2,500 men marched over the bridge at 
the middle ferry. With the intentions, 
as supposed, to attack the fort at Bed 
Bank." 


The next morning, while on their 


march toward Darby, an American 
picket, concealed in the Blue Bell, 
fired upon the advance and killed two 
grenadiers. 
Five of the Americans 


were bayoneted in the tavern. 


Great Patriot's Worthy Life. 


Patrick Henry retired from office, a 


popular man, but a tired one, and went 
to live on a new estate, called Leather- 
wood, consisting of 10,000 acres. The 
people were not willing that he should 
live a quiet life and elected him gov- 
ernor again in 1784, after which he 
practiced law and won great renown 
as a criminal lawyer. 


He died very peacefully at Red Hill 


In 1799, taking great comfort in the 
Christian religion, which throughout 
his life had given him not only comfort 
but couruge and hope.

nothing to unlearn he properly earea 
for his pig and enthusiastically talks 
to father, brother and neighbors, and— 
shows them Us pig in proof of his 
claims. 


The most skeptical are bound to be 


convinced that they have overlooked 
something and that the pig club boy 
has opened a new incentive to do bet- 
ter and add to the joy of living. 


Formerly hogs in the South were not 


censidered as collateral, but the bank- 
ers now have agreed to finance the! 
farmers for one or more brood sows 
when recommended by their county 
agent, and generally consider that a 
young brood sow immunized by a com- 
petent expert on hog cholera is worth 
$15 more than the old-fashioned hog. 


The pig club boys are revolutioniz- 


ing the hog industry and .are proving 
that the average farmer is wasting his 
time raising cotton on cotton. 


HOG-CHOLERA SERUM. 


[National Crop Improvement Service ] 
The United States department of ag- 


riculture says that there is an increas- 
ed use of serum arising from the good 
results of the government inspection, 
"Serum will prevent the disease but 
will not cure It," says Dr. G P. Fitch 
of Minnesota. 


The fact that there have been no 


swseping losses through hog cholera 
in districts where the serum Is need 
proves its efficacy.

FOOD FOR YOUNG PIGS. 


[National Crop Improvement Service.] 
A great variety of feeds, including 


succulence and protein are essential, 
but the feeder should remember that 
the stomach of the pig is small. Thii 
is why the pig gets the reputation of 
feeding all the time because his stom- 
ach will hold food only for a few 
minutes. The feeding of young pigs 
three or four times a day at first is 
good business. Small amounts of feed 
that will be cleaned up quickly, and 
feeding at frequent Intervals is highly 
important 


PIGS NEED EXERCISE. 


Probably nothing contributes to thrift 


and growthlness as exercise; or pat- 
ting it the other way round, nothing 
will stunt a pig quicker than lack ot 
exercise. 
Beginning gradually, even 


young pigs most be induced to move 
about.

01VE HOGS MINERAL. 


[National Crop Improvement Service ] 
Furnish your hogs with mineral In 


eom'e form. It is essential for the 
maintenance of their bodies, and to 
facilitate digestion and to produce 
bones. The Colorado agricultural col- 
lege recommends the following mix- 
ture, stating that it Is especially good 
for hogs in that it furnishes salt, and 
at the same time rids the animals of 
worms: 
1 bu. soft coal. 
8 ibs. salt. 
4 Ibs. air-slaked lime. 
1 bu. ashes. 
4 Ibs. sulphur. 
2 Ibs. copperas. 


Mix all of the Ingredients except the 


copperas. Dissolve the copperas In a 
quart of warm water and add to the 
mixture. This mixture should be kept 
before the hogs at all times. A self 
feeder compartment, or a trough, can 
be used for this purpose. 


WHERE TO GET PIGS. 


[National Crop Improvement Service ] 
The leader of th« boys' and girls' 


clubs will have no <iif*eulty in locating 
some purebred stock of almost any 
breed desired. 
Most of the leading 


breeders of the country will make a 
price which the boy can afford to pay 
at weaning time this spring, and If 
any boy does not care to pay for the 
pig at time of purchase, arrangements 
can be made with the breeder or at the 
bank to take the boy's note without 
security until an agreed date when 
the project is completed. It is very 
necessary that the boys should make 
friends with the business men early 
In life, for as soon as the farmer boy 
feels that he is a business man he will 
be on the high road to success. 


PIG CLUB ARITHMETIC. 


"I borrowed $20 from the bank to 


pay for my sow." says Hamill Brook of 
Jacksonville, Texas. "She dropped ten 
pigs. I raised nine pigs and sold eight 
for $40. I kept one pig valued at $10. 
and the sow was worth ?25. Total $60. 
The total cost of feed figured at 3 cents 
a day amounted to $7.30. and I paid 
bark $21.75 borrowed money, leaving 
$39.93 net profit. My sow will find pigs 
in a few days.

roads reaching outward from 
Philadelphia, the Qarby road 


leading along the highland southward 
to Chester has, from the beginning, 
been of the most importance in our 
periods of war. Strictly considered, 
the road to Chester is not a highway. 
It is maintained as a turnpike under 
the control of a company which exacts 
a rate of toll which yields an income, 
it is stated, nearly equal to the cap- 
ital stock involved. 


There Is testimony that the first 


float bridge spanning the Scuuylkill 
river was built on this road at Gray's 
ferry under the direction of Gen. Israel 
Putnam. 
It was removed a few 


months later to keep the British out of 
Philadelphia.

Pigs that are kept In pastures, 


where they have acc-?s to green snc- 
culent grasses, do not suffer from-.a 
water shortage as much as those that 
are fed in dry lots on dry feed. If the 
dry feed needs considerable water to 
further the work of digestion the mote 
succulent green feeds will be eageHy 
eaten afterward. 
Many feeders find 


that withholding water "tends to • Iny 
duce fattening hogs to eat more-toft 
age, and helps balance the ration by 
furnishing protein as well as acting 
as a laxative.

But for breeding hogs, and growing 


pigs, one cannot go far wrong In allowr 
ing the animal to decide when he wants 
water and how much. He Is generally 
the best judge of both food and drink. 


BIG HOGS AND YOUNG ONES.

The most desirable hogs are those 


that weigh 200 pounds, but many of 
them are good up to 300 pounds, de- 
pending on their physical construc- 
tion. 


Thousand-pound hogs, pound for 


pound, are not as valuable as hogs 
that weigh less, because their fatness 
is mostly lard and other things than 
ham and bacon and chops. It is the 
tat that devops on such hogs and not 
the meat. 


Quick pork is the deslderatutn now- 


adays, and the packing houses prefer 
them because they can keep up the 
uniformity of their brand, and they 
are certain to have young and tender 
meat.

able than the old one. 


There was plenty of going and com- 


ing at Gray's ferry in the winter of 
Valley Forge, as a considerable por- 
tion of Howe's army was "hutted," as 
Maj. John Andre recorded In his diary, 
along the Darby road for three miles. 
When the British withdrew from Phil- | 
adelphla, in June, 1778, they destroyed 
the float bridges. 


In April, 1789, the Gray's ferry float 


bridge was decorated in honor of the 
journey of Washington to New York. 


At the foot of the hill, close by 


Cobb's creek, a border stream of the 
city, is the "Blue Bell" of PaschaMlle, 
now happily saved and safe upon park 
soil of the municipality. The original 
bridge across the creek %yas built about 
forty years before the Revolution. At 
that time a very old grist mill, which 
had been bnilt by the Swedish Gov- 
ernor Printz, stood beside the creek. 
It is said to have been the first mill 
operated in Pennsylvania. 
In Penn's 


time it was acquired by William Cobb, 
hence the name of the stream. The 
original Blue Bell tavern was a small 
wooden building, but the existing 
structure antedates the Revolution, at 
which time It was a popular stage 
house conducted by the Paschal fam- 
ily. Kobert Morton, a youth of Phila- 
delphia, wrote in his diary under date 
of November, 1777: 


"This evening Lord Cornwallis with 


2,500 men marched over the bridge at 
the middle ferry. With the intentions, 
as supposed, to attack the fort at Eed 
Bank." 


The next morning, while on their 


march toward Darby, an American 
picket, concealed in the Blue Bell, 
fired upon the advance and killed two 
grenadiers. 
Five of the Americans 


were bayoneted in the tavern.

The 
people were not willing that he should 
live a quiet life and elected him gov- 
ernor again in 1784, after which he 
practiced law and won great renown 
as a criminal lawyer. 


He died very peacefully at Rod Hill 


In 1799, taking great comfort in the 
Christian religion, which throughout 
his life had given him not only comfort 
but couruge and hope.
